In response to the Office Action mailed on August 24, 2005, Applicant respectfully requests that 
the above-identified application be reconsidered in view of the remarks which follow, that each 
of the pending claims be allowed, and that the application be passed to issue. 

REMARKS 

Present Status of Application 

Claims i, 2 and 5-8 are pending in the application. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
102(b) as being anticipated by Wortman et al (U.S. Patent No. 5,794,289). Claims 1-2, 5 and 7- 
8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Higgs (U.S. Patent No. 
5,249,319). Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Higgs in 
view of Infante (U.S. Patent No. 5,279,545). 

Reconsideration of this application is respectfully requested in light of the following remarks. 
Rejections over Wortman et al 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wortman et al.
